2. It admits the atmospheric air to the
spongioid of the roots without which no

plaLt nan make a healthy growth.
3. It increases the capillary attraction or

sponge lil'e property of soils, by which their
humidity is rendered more uniform; and iu a
hot season it iucreases the deposit of dew,
and admits it to the roots.

4. It increases the temperature of tho soil
in the srriug, by aiuiitiiLg the warm air and
tepid rain.

5. It increase the supply of organic food.
Tho atinosphere.coaUins carbonic acid, am-luoni- a.

and uitris acid, all iust. powerful
fertilizers and sol vents. A loose soil attracts
and condenses thetu. Rain and dew also
contain? them And when these fertilizing
cases are carried into the soil by rain water
they arc absorbed and retained by ths soil,
for the use of plant3. Oa the o'.her hand, if
the soil is hard, the water runs off the sur-

face, and instead of leaving these gases in
tho soil, carries off some of the best portions
cf the soil wi;h it. Thus whit might be a
benefit becomes aa injury.

6. By means of pulverization, a portion of
atmospheric air is buried in the soil, and it is
supposed that ammonia and Litric acid are
formed by the mutual decomposition of this
air and the moisture of the soil heat being

5so evolved by the change
7. Pulverization of the purface of soils

serves to retain the moisture in the subsoil,
aud to prevent it from being penetrated by
heat from a warmer, as well as from radia-
ting its heat to a colder atmosphere than it-S- elf

These effects are produced by the por-

osity of the pulverized stratum, which acta as
a mulch, especially on heavy soils

8. Pulverization, also, as the combined ef-

fect of several of the preceding causes, accel-

erates the decomposition of the organic mat-t- cr

iu the soil, and the disintegration of the
mineral matter; and thus prepares the inert
matter of the soil for assimilation by the
plants.

Will Plowlug In Clover Exhaust
llic Soli.

In answer to this question, we have space
this month to mention only occ important fact
brought to light by the experiments of Laws
and Gilbert. It was found that to grow a
crop of turnips, clover, ect., more available
inorganic matter is needed in tho soil than is
required for a crop of wheat. - Thua, cu the
same kind of soil on wlieh a crop of wheat of
fifteen bushels per acre was annually obtain-
ed for teu successive years, without any ma-

nure turnips, the second and third years,
did not grow larger than radishes; yet, sup-
plied with superphosato of lime, this soil an-

nually produced good crops of turnips. We
have. then, the remarkable fact that, while
the ash of wheat contains five times as much
phosphoric acid as the ash of turnips, the tur-

nip requires for its growth the presence in the
soil of more availablcphosphoric acid than is
required by the wheat plant From this it
follows that a soil will be sooner deficient of
ignorganis matter for a crop of turnips, clo-

ver, or pea.', than it will for wheat; and that
these crops contaiu more inorganic matter
than is required by the increase of wheat pro-
duced by their ammonia. It follows that so
long as we can grow clover and peas, we need
not fe ar any deSeuey of the ash constituents
of wheat.

Mmurc of Stock fed on Cut Folder The
Geneste Farmer calls attention to the fact
that "ihe solid excrements of animals are
much heavier in proportion to the food eaten
from cut than uncut fodder." A farmer

on the question, found a saving
of about IS per caot. ia th- - amouct c'oasum-eJ- .

in favor of cut hay, and also aa increase
of excrement cf 15 per cent. The latter is
due undoubtedly to the increased capacity of
te eut fodder to absorb liquid rapidly. Thus'
Bays the Farmer, 'we ?pcnd less hay and
make more manure, which is the farmer's
capital, and this is but one aJvantae of tie
practice.

Hones and Whai. According to Sir Rob
ert Kane, the dis inguiahed chemist, one
pound of bones contains the phosphoric of 28
pounds of wheat. A crop cf whw-r-t of forty
bushels per acre, and 60 poaais per bushel,
weighs 12400 pounds, and thus requires about
8fi pounds of bones to supply it with that es-

sential material The usual supply cf boae
dust (3 to 4 cwt. per acre) supplies each of
the crcps for four years wi h a a:i33ciney of
phosphoric acid, which is gircrj cut as the
bones decompose.
